The tar- 
get date for this achievement is 
Jan. 1. 


British and American officials

All that was necessary was for

Swimming Strategy

DOVER, England—(NEA)—I'm 


back in serious training again for 
swimming the Channel after a 
week-long layoff. For the next 
few days I'll probably concentrate 
mostly "on calisthenics to tone up 
my muscles before plunging into 
a serious swimming schedule. 


My layoff has done me a world 


of good, I think. I've had the 
opportunity of studying two tre- 
mendous 
swimmers in Phillip 


Mickman and Mrs. Willi Cloes 
Van Rijsel, both of whom I ac- 
companied on part of their swims. 
As a result of the lessons learned 
by my coach, my father and my- 
self on those jaunts, we're chang- 
ing our swimming strategy. 


Harry Boudakian, my coach, is 


studying the possibility of swim- 
ming across some currents which 
swimmers usually circle. I may 
make some mid-Channel tests be- 
fore taking off. 


Lots of people have been writ- 


ing me, asking the cost of swim- 
ming the Channel. Ted Temme, 
famous Channel coach, says he's 
already had a number of appli- 
cations from people who want to 
try the swim next year. Well, out- 
side of the normal qualifications— 
such as the ability to stay in cold 
water for 24 hours and to swim 
in heavy seas—there's the matter 
of expenses. 


First, there's the trip across 


the ocean to Dover. That's ex- 
pensive. Then you must budget 
for at least six weeks at a hotel, 
because of the uncertainty of the 
weather. And you must have a 
trainer. And the cost of a pilot 
boat to accompany you on the 
actual swim is never under $200.

about to complete his education 
for the bar. 


Kay is 27, and has been blind 


for two years. 
Despite the able 


assistance of Larkin, her seeing- 
eye Boxer, she says she is "not 
very good at being sightless." 


If a New York eye specialist 


is successful, she may be able to 
see again, although he has inti- 
mated it may take a series of op- 
erations and as long as 10 years 
to restore her sight. 


Mrs. Arvin, tall, pretty bru- 


nette, will go to New York for 
the first operation next whiter, 
leaving her law studies tempor- 
arily. 
The eye specialist, who 


devotes most of his time to re- 
search, has become interested in 
her case and will perform a cor- 
nea transplant for Kay in con- 
nection with his research work. 


It may possibly mean she will 


be able to see when she returns 
to Washburn next summer. The 
doctor has indicated she may see 
for a period of about three weeks 
then lose her sight again.

to provide expanded outlets for 
local and nationally produced ag- 
ricultural products. Congressional 
action on funds 
for next year 


would make $83,500,000 available 
in the U. S. for the program 
Funds for the administration of 
the program hi Missouri are ap- 
propriated by the state legislature.

the effect of poor discipline by 
the parents or (c) wind up with 
a headache and a determination 
never to take care of other 
people's children again? 
Now then, if your answers run 


C, C, A, you should run out and 
acquire yourself a house full of 
children. You really and truly 
love them. Any other score, how- 
ever, indicates that you have the 
average reaction of a childless 
adult to an invasion of children. 


It's a rare adult who will admit 


he or she doesn't like children. 
It's a confession, somehow, of 
being a brute. As a matter oi 
fact, the only person I've ever 
heard 
of who admitted—or 
at 


least alleged—he didn't care for 
small fry was the late W. C. 
Fields, and he was a comedian, 
and no one' was ever sure when 
he was being funny or serious. 


One thing of recent date has 


given me great heart. I under- 
stand from my friends who have 
children, that expert opinion has 
swung around again so that now 
it is permissible to administer 
corporal punishment without per- 
manently damaging the person- 
ality of the victim. 


As a. result, I predict there

Wendell Washburn, child study 
expert who is at present consult- 
ant in child development for. sev- 


I eral 
schools 
in 
Massachusetts, 


psychologist of the New Hamp- 
shire Children's Aid Society and 
research associate in clinical .psy- 
chology at Harvard University.. 


In any school situation, child, 


parent, teachers together form 
a triangle with the child oc- 
cupying 
the 
most 
important 


place at the apex. It is only as 
the lines of communication from 
one to another are kept open 
that good work can be done, 
says Miss Washburn. There are 
many times in the course of his 
school life when a child stands 
in need of parents and teachers 
who are working together. 
Barely do we find a child liking

all of his teachers. Some he will 
find too hard, others too easy. 


When children bring home con- 


stant complaints about a teacher, 
parents can play an important 
part in meeting the problem, says 
Miss Washburn. To lend an overly 
sympathetic ear will only increase 
the child's conviction that he has 
cause for complaint. To turn a 
deaf ear may make the child take 
his next 
confidence elsewhere. 


Perhaps this child is not going to 
have the pleasantest possible win- 
ter with that' teacher, but with 
the right kind of parental com- 
ment he or she can have an in- 
valuable 
experience in human 


relations. 


In the course of his life, a child 


will work with a great 
many 


people with whom he does not 
feel congenial. .He is not really 
in school for the purpose of liking 
his teacher, nice though it is when 
he can. He is there because the 
teacher can help him to do the 
work .which will lay the founda- 
tions of his education. To finish 
the year's, work should be his first 
concern. 


The school j'ear, has hardly 


started -before a teacher knows 
that some of the children are go- 
ing to need more attention than 
others. Children 
are, 
however, 


keen observers, and it will be: 


remarked at once if more of the 
teacher's time goes to one child 
than to another.. If a child reports 
this to his parents, they can make 
it clear that there must be some 
reason. *Such a child, for example, 
can be reminded that when he had 
the measles his mother paid more 
attention to him than to the other 
children-;—that things are always 
happening which make it neces- 
sary to spend more time now with 
one child, now with another. He 
will find that teacher will be just 
as ready to help him over a bump 
when he needs her. 


Even though a child spends 


part of his time at school, con- 
cludes Miss Washburn, part of it 
at home, his life is one life. While 
he is growing up, he and • his 
parents and teachers work it out 
together.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27—(£•)— 


Senate Democratic leader Lucas 
said today that "dangerous auth- 
ority" lurks in the proposal to 
give President Truman power to 
slash up to $3,000,000,000 in con- 
gressional appropriations. 


The Illinois Senator lashed out 


at the powerful coalition of Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans backing 
the proposal as it headed for a 
vote Monday in the Senate. 


Although a majority of 63 has 


demanded the right to ballot on 
the idea, the parliamentary situa- 
tion may require suspension of 
the rules to vote on it. This would 
call for a two-thirds majority—or 
64 senators if all 96 vote. The 
Lucas camp claims not all the 63 
will support it. 


Lucas told a reporter that the 


proposal would give Mr. Truman 
authority he does not want and 
involves purse-string controls that 
Congress "should be unwilling to 
surrender." 


It would order the President to 


save not less than 5 percent nor 
more than 10 percent of the funds 
allowed by Congress in the vari- 
ous annual appropriations.

"rocks, clubs, anything they could 
get their hands on." 


Robeson did not appear at the 


scene.

Sen. Kefauver Good Bet for 1952 
Democratic Presidential Ticket

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27—Old-timers cannot 


recall a Senate with as many out-standing 
newcomers as the present one. 


One distinguished freshman 
is a notable 


event in the chamber. 
The current body 


is unique in that it has four rookies of this 
calibre as well as a number of others above 
average. 


Also remarkable is the fact that the group 


made its appearance in a session of otherwise 
little note. 


This is not their fault. As newcomers, they 


have had no voice in directing the 
affairs 


of the chamber. Their influence will come later 
as they gain seniority. 
But through their 


quality and breadth they have already mark- 
edly elevated the tone and stature of the 
Senate's legislative deliberations. 


This, in itself, is a great contribution. 
In 


recent years, Senate debate had sunk pretty 
low. 
The chamber sorely needed a strong 


infusion of high ability and character. 


Topping this group of distinguished fresh- 


men are the following: Paul H. Douglas (D., 
' 111) former professor of economics, 
battle- 


decorated Marine veteran, and gentlemanly but 
indomitable liberal whom Senator Ed Johnson, 
three-term 
Coloradoan, rates the "rookie of 


the year." Douglas won his seat against ap- 
parent heavy odds, and has displayed the same 
fighting qualities and independence in the 
Senate. 
His debate against the strongly sup- 


ported bill to circumvent the Supreme Court's 
rejection of the basing-point price price sys- 
tem was the most impressive of the session. 


Estes Kefauver, (D.,-Tenn.) who also won 


in a seemingly hopeless race and has been un- 
compromising in making good his campaign 
promises. Kefauer is the only southern fresh- 
man who has gone 100 per cent down the line 
for the Fair Deal program, including civil 
rights. 
He • stands out among his southern 


colleagues like the Washington monument does 
in the capital. 
Kefauver is a good winter- 


book bet for a place on the 1952 Democratic 
presidential ticket.' 


Hubert H. Humphrey (D., Minn.) former col- 


lege professor, mayor of Minneapolis, and mil- 
itant New Dealer, who battles for the things 
he believes in as resolutely as he talks fluently 
about them. 
He is outstandingly the most 


eloquent champion in Congress of Agriculture 
Secretary Brannan's farm-price-support plan. 
The fact that the proposal has been cold- 
shouldered has only intensified Humphrey's 
fervor. 
Only 38 years old, he is sure to be 


heard from in the national political arena. 


Frank Porter Graham (D., N. C.) eminent 


former president \3f the University of North 
Carolina 
and an equally eminent 
senator. 


Although he has held his seat only a few 
months and is one of the mildest-mannered 
members of the chamber, he has already made 
an outstanding mark as a statesman of high 
stature, 
character 
and 
integrity. 
Striking 


evidence of this is that some of Graham's 
warmest admirers are old guard colleagues 
whom he has staunchly opposed on issues. 


Other notable freshmen are: 
Mrs. Margaret Chase Smith (R., Me.) who 


won against three powerful masculine op- 
ponents and has repeatedly broken with her 
Republican colleagues on major measures. She 
voted for the administration's public housing, 
aid to education, and civil rights bills. 


Clinton P. Anderson (D., N. M.) former sec- 


retary of agriculture and one of the smartest 
strategists in the Democratic party. 
He has 


. ably backed every phase of the Fair Deal 


program with the exception of the Brannan 
plan. Senator Joe O'Mahoney four - termer 
from Wyoming, characterizes Anderson as "one 
of two freshmen whose work is distinctive 
for intelligence, conscientiousness and effect- 
iveness." 


Robert S. Kerr, Oklahoma ex-goveinor and 


millionaire oilman, whose liberal record is 
distinctive on public power, labor, housing, 
education, social security, and farm legisla- 
tion. His big deviation has been on the bill 
he is aggressively pushing to strip the Federal 
Power Commission of control over a major 
segment of the natural gas industry and open ' 
the way for a $75,000,000 hike in consumer 
rates. Kerr is the second of the two freshmen 
lauded by Senator O'Mahoney. 


Robert C. Hendrickson, New Jersey Repub- 


lican and army veteran who has done yeoman 
service in fighting for civil rights and to lib- 
eralize the "anti-semitic and 
anti-Catholic" 


displaced persons law. 


Russell B. Long, 31-year-old "baby" of the 


Senate, who fought shoulder-to-shoulder with 
Douglas against the basing point restoration 
bill. 
Unlike Ms late father, Long makes 


few speeches and is very popular in the 'Sen- 
ate. 
He faces a tough re-election fight next 


year in treading a wary course on issues that 
affect Louisiana, particularly oil and civil 
rights. 


J. Allen Frear, Delaware war veteran, who 


has an excellent liberal voting record except 
on public power. 
Elected with strong labor 


backing, Frear has gone down the line on 
labor measures. 


Lyndon B. Johnson, ingratiating lanky Tex- 


an, who gave up a seat in the House to serve 
in the Navy, is able, hard-working and a 
skilled legislator. 
His previous liberal record 


has been dimmed somewhat by deviations on 
civil rights, labor and oil legislation. Johnson 
is working closely with Kerr to put over 
the natural gas ''ripper" bill. 
On the other 


hand, like Kerr, Johnson has given outstand- 
ing support 
to President 
Truman's 
public 


power program. 


Lester C. Hunt, former Wyoming governor 


and dentist, who has backed the president on 
everything except his national health insurance 
program. Hunt has particularly 
distinguished 


himself in his fair conduct of the investigation 
of the trial of the Nazi perpetrators of the 
Malmey massacre.

The Doctor Says 


Modern Medicine Works on 
Causes of Briglit's Disease

Nephritis, or Bright's disease, i: 


a result partly of inflammation 
and partly of degeneration of the 
kidneys. It "interferes with some 
of the functions of the kidney. 
This is shown by abnormalities in 
the urine and other symptoms. 


Richard Bright, for whom the 


disease is named, was born in 
Bristol, England, in 
1879, and 


graduated at the University of Ed- 
inburgh in 1913. He was one of 
the famous men attached to Guy's 
hospital in London, which is one 
of the famous voluntary teaching 
hospitals situated in that city. His 
classic reports on Bright's disease 
appeared in 1827. Even though 
nephritis has been studied by 
thousands 
of phyhicians since 


Bright's day, his original descrip- 
tion still holds good. 
Not a Single Disease 
Nephritis, unlike a great many 


other disorders of the body, is not 
really a single disease, however. 
It can come on without apparent 
cause or it can follow acute infec- 
tions such as scarlet fever, tonsi- 
litis 
or 
pneumonia. Just how 


these infections produce Bright's 
disease is not quite certain. There 
is often quite a long time between 
the acute infection and the appear- 
ance of the first signs of nephritis. 


The trouble in the kidneys is 


not alike in all cases. Sometimes 
one part of the kidney is dam- 
aged more than another. 
Some- 


times the damage seems to be so 
slight that it halts before symp- 
toms begin to show up. At other 
times the condition may progress 
gradually over a period of months 
or years, destroying more and 
more of the functions of the kid- 
neys. 


There will probably be fewe 


cases of nephritis in the futur 
because several of the disease 
commonly causing it, like pneu 
monia and scarlet 
fever, yiel 


quite well to the sulfa drugs o 
penicillin.

New Drop For 
Living Costs 


Decline Chiefly 
On Foods, Apparel 
And Furnishings 


By Norman Walker 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28— (£>)— 


The government's living cost in- 
dex took a new dip today. 


It fell six-tenths of one per- 


cent from mid-June to mid-July. 


The bureau of labor statistics 


said the mid-July living 
costs 


level was 168.5 per cent of the 
1935-39 average. 
That average is 


figured at 100 on the index. 


The new index is three per 


cent under a year ago but 70.8 
per cent over the August, 1939, 
prewar level. 


Price drops for foods, wearing 


apparel 
and house furnishings 


caused the living cost 
decline. 


Foods averaged 1.3 per cent low- 
er, apparel nine-tenths of one 
per cent, and house furnishings 
three-tenths 
of 
one 
per 
cent 


lower. 
- 


Slight rises in costs for rents 


and miscellaneous goods and ser- 
vices, including municipal trans- 
portation fares, were recorded. 


Foods alone are -seven per cent 


under a year ago and 38.5 per 
cent over the level when gov- 
ernment price controls were in 
effect. 


Among 
foods, 
price 
declines 


were noted by the bureau for 
meats, poultry, fruits and vege- 
tables, fats and oils, sugar and 
oakery products.
